To THE CITIZEN OF THE CouNTYy OF HILLSBOROUGH :— 


Agreeably to the laws of the State of New Hampshire we 
submit the following report for consideration, also the reports ot 
the Superintendent of the County Farm and Almshouse, Chap- 
lain, and Physician of the Almshouse, County Treasurer, Clerk 
of the Court, Solicitor, Sheriff, Jailor and Auditors; with a copy 
of the proceedings of the County Convention : 


COUNTY FARM AND ALMSHOUSE. 


By referring to the Sperintendent’s report, found elsewhere, it 
will be seen that the products of the County Farm would have 
been very satisfactory had not the apple crop proved a failure 
and the loss of nearly all of the potatoes raised, by disease, 
thereby reducing the income several hundred dollars and increas- 
ing the price of the board of inmates per week in proportion. 

In our last report attention was called to the condition of the 
County buildings at Wilton. Since then a committee chosen by 
the County Convention have visited them and made a thorough 
investigation of their condition; the report of that committee 
and the comments of the pnblic press are so familiar to the citi- 
zens of this county that further remarks by us seem unnecessary. 
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Nevertheless the fact remains that new buildings with modern 
improvements are actually needed to meet the demands of the in- 
creasing number of county paupers and maintain a_ suitable 
house of correction. 

The Superintendent and Matron, Mr. and Mrs. Garvin, claim 
our thanks for their good management of the institution and 
kindness to those under their care. The school connected with 
the institution indicates that much care has been taken in the 
selection of teachers, and there is no attempt at exaggeration when 
we claim that the school at the almshouse compares favorably 
with the schools in the County of Hillsborough. 

Rev. T. O. Harlow and C. E. Higgins, M. D., Chaplain and 
Physician of the institution, have rendered faithful service in 
their official duties to the inmates. 

The subordinate officers connected with the farm and alms- 
house have shown commendable eftort to render good service to 
those by whom they are employed. 

The present financial condition of the county, owing to the 
yearly increase of expenses, exceeding the appropriation, is not 
in as good condition as the Commissioners could wish. The ad- 
visability of bonding the floating debt was suggested to the 
County Convention, but other matters so engaged the attention 
of members that the interests of the county did not receive the 
attention that their importance seemed to demand. The aggre- 
gate expenses of the pauper and other departments coming im- 
mediately under the management of the Commissioners are sev- 
eral hundred dollars less than the preceding year. 

The citizens of the county are respectfully solicited to visit 
the county almshouse and farm, and personally inspect the lo- 
cation, condition and management of the institution.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 





To THE HONORABLE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS FOR: HILLS-- 
BOROUGH COUNTY: 


Gentlemen :-—It again becomes my duty to report to you the 
condition and wants of the Institution under my charge. 

Upon the Farm there was raised the usual amount of pro-- 
duce, with the exception of potatoes and apples. Never have I 
seen a field of potatoes, that in the middle of the season indi- 
cated a larger yield, but when we came to dig them, our hopes. 
fell. Upon exposure to the air they were so diseased they 
immediately commenced to decay, and although we had a fine 
yield, but a very few bushels were fit for use. 

The apple crop was also a failure; where we should have had 
five or six hundred barrels we did not have twenty. I can give 
no reason for the failure, as the trees are young and thrifty. 

The number admitted to the Institution was a little larger 
than the year preceding, but many of the inmates remained 
shorter terms, thus reducing the number ot weeks board. 

My remarks in last year’s report, regarding the water supply,. 
were evidently misconstrued. When I said ‘* the water supply 
was never so abundant, nor the flow so sure as at the present 
time,” .I had no thought of conve ying the idea that we had a. 
sufficient supply of water to be any protection in case of fire, 
nor have we any apparatus for extinguishing a fire, should one 
unfortunately occur. 

The Almshouse and Farm have been the subject of individual 
and newspaper criticism for many weeks; still, as you must be 
aware, some of the real needs of the Institution have not been: 
spoken of. 

The building erected, and intended for a home for aged’

181 


‘married couples, has from necessity been for a long time used 
-asa laundry. The basement is full of machinery including a 
‘small steam engine. Shafting is fastened to the floor directly 
under the roorhs occupied by the old people, and a constant jar 
is the result. Directly over their heads is the schoolroom, and 
from thirty to forty children are running up and down the stairs 
many times each day. Quiet and freedom trom noise is 
impossible in that building. My idea is it should be devoted to 
laundry purposes. and the school and old people located some- 
~where else. 

We have no means of giving to obstetrical cases the privacy 
‘they demand. There were seventeen cases of child-birth in the 
Institution last year, and the seclusion and quiet that patients at 
‘such times require cannot be had with the accommodations at 
our disposal. I also consider it necessary that proper rooms 
-should be provided where patients suffering from scarlet fever, 
measles or other contagious diseases could be separated from 
‘the other inmates. ¥ 

I would also suggest that some enlargement of the nursery be 
made in order that the children who are in good health can be 
-separated and kept from constant association with those who 
_are afflicted with diseases inherited from diseased parents. 

We desire to express our thanks to the S. S. Society of 
Bennington, N. H., for a gift of $10.22 last year, and $10.00 
‘the year before, the money to be expended for Christmas 
presents for our children. We also thank all who have in any 
way contributed either by money or otherwise towards the hap- 
piness of the inmates. 

In closing, allow me, gentlemen, to thank you for the many 
friendly words and acts that have been extended by your Board 
-during the year just closed.

The condition of the nursery leaves much to be desired, it be- 
ing badly located and poorly ventilated. 

There is great need of an additional ward specially constructed 
for the violently insane.

assistance in the discharge of the duties connected with my posi-- 
tion in this institution.

I feel that these services have not been in vain, but that they 
have been designed to incite some to greater usefulness in the 
Lord’s service, to convict others of sin that they may turn 
from the error of their ways into paths 6f rectitude and righteous- 
ness.

JANUARY SESSION, 1891.

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AN ACT 


In relation to Aid Furnished to Indigent Soldiers, and providing 
for Entrance to the Soldiers’ Home in certain ‘cases. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and fen SE of Representatives tn 
General Court convened : 


SEcTION 1. Chapter 41 of the Session Laws of 1885, entitled 
‘““An act for the relief of poor persons who have served in the 
-army or navy of the United States, and their dependent families,” 
and chapter 45 of the Session Laws of 1887, in amendment of 
-~said act, are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 2. Whenever any person, resident in this State, who 
enlisted in the quota of this State, and was reckoned and served 
as a soldier or sailor from New Hampshire in the army or navy 
-of the United States, in the War of the Rebellion, and who re- 
ceived an honorable discharge, not being under guardianship or 
legal restraint, shall become poor and unable to provide main- 
tenance for himself and dependent family, such person, his wife, 
widow, or minor children, or such of said children as are unable 
‘to maintain themselves, shall be supported at the public expense 
in the town or city of their abode, at their own home or such 
place, other than a town or county almshouse, as the overseers 
-of the poor or the county commissioners shall deem right and 
proper; Arovzded, that no person shall receive aid under the 
provisions of this act unless he has resided in this State three 
years or more before making application for such aid; and, pro- 
vided, that any person applying for such aid shall, when re- 
-quested, furnish to the county commissioners or the overseers of 
the poor the certificate of a reputable physician, resident in the 
county in which he lives, that he is incapacitated to perform 
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manual labor; and, preveded, that no person shall, while re-- 
ceiving aid under the provisions of this act, use intoxicating liq-- 
uors to an extent which will render him incapable of working 
at his usual occupation; and, proveded, that any person receiv-- 
ing aid under the provisions of this act, who receives a pension 
from the United States government, shall, while receiving such: 
aid, apply such pension to the support of himself and dependent 
family, and shall, when requested, furnish to the overseers of the 
poor or the county commissioners satisfactory proof that such 
pension has been applied; and, provzded, that no person re- 
ceiving aid under the provisions of this act shall sell any articles. 
furnished him, nor exchange them, for intoxicating liquors, nor 

share any such aid with any persons other than those above 
named as being entitled to the benefit of this act. Neglect by any 

person applying for or receiving aid under the provisions of this- 
act to comply with the foregoing provisions and conditions shall 
relieve the town or county liable for such person’s support from 

the provisions of this act, so far as such person is concerned ; 
and such person may be supported at the town or county 
almshouse. 

Section 3. The county commissioners or the overseers of 
the poor of any town may require any person applying for aid 
under the provisions of this act, who is eligible for admission, 
to make application for admission to the New Hampshire Sol-. 
diers’ Home, in case he has no family or settled place of abode, 
whenever in their discretion they deem it best; and if such 
person refuses to make such application, or if admitted, refuses 
to go to said soldiers’ home, the county or the town shall be 
relieved from the provisions of this act, so far as such person is. 
concerned, and he may be supported at the county or town 
almshouse 

Secrion 4. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed; and this act shalk 
take effect upon its passage.
